However, it is not going to work because of the way java displays text. 
It does not draw a box then write the text. The background you see behind 
the calls now is the text drawn in the background color shifted one pixel 
in each direction. 


When you click on the text you see the callsign in the data on the status 
bar, though it is a middle field. 


One of the things on the list for when I get back to javAPRS (alas, it 
won't be till after DCC) is to improve the format of the data in the 
status bar (now it is just the raw data as it comes from NADSD).
